Peaceable Conquest of World 
by Extending Our Con- 
stitution. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
ONDON, April 4—[By Atlantic 
Cable.} -W. T. Stead wrote the 
following for the Associated Press: 

“The will of Cecil Rhodes is in every 
respect worthy of its author. With 
the exception of some. family estates 
in this country, the whole of which 
is left to his own relatives, Mr. 

: Rhodes has dedicated his wealth in 

diamond and gold mines to public 

uses. Its disposition is dictated by 

what was ever the dominating princi- 
ple of his life. 

“What renders this will of excep! 

tional interest to Americans is the fact 

that it reveals for the first time, under 
>his hand and seal, that he was no mere 

British imperialist, but that he was 

essentially @ citizen of the United 

States, of English-speaking world. 

In other Words, his will proves how 

accurately I interpreted his sentiments 

when I declared, on the‘ strength of 
many intimate and confidential con- 
versations, that he recognized as his 
common fatherland the great English- 
speaking community, which includes 
both the United States and the British 

Empire within ite ample frontier. 

“Mr. Rhodes's,will appoints a new 

group of seven of his friends as gen- 

eral executors of his estate: This 
group is further charged to under— 
take the duty of acting as trustees for 


will provoke the liveliest discussion, 
and excite the keenest interest 
throughout both the United States and 
the British Empire, for “both com- 
munities share in the benefits of Mr. 
Rhodes's bequest. Mr. Rhodes was a 
graduate of Oxford, and a student at 
Oriel Coliege, to which, by thé way, 
he has left a special bequest of $500,- 
000. He has made Oxford University, 
in whose glories the American de- 
scendants of its founders sbare equally 
with those who still inhabit the old 
country, the center of his educational 
scheme, and he has left a sum which 
‘may be roughly estimated as 
senting $10,000,000 for the foundation 
of Anglo-American scholarships. 
“Mr. Rhodes, therefore, having se- 
lected Oxford as his race center, from 
his love. of his old alma mater, has 
drawn up a broad outline of the gen- 
eral conditions on which these scholar- 
ships should be awarded. The central 
principle of his scheme is that every 
English-speaking colony and every 
State Territory in the American 
Union should be offered a scholarship 
of the value of $1500 a year, tenable 
for three years, at Oxford. By this 
means, Mr. Rhodes believed it would 
be possible to make Oxford the cen- 
ter of the spirit of race unity, where 
students from every part of the En- 
glish-speaking world would meet on

“Mr. Rhodes always opposed the 
modern idea’ of awarding an educa- 
tional prize solely for literary attain- 
ments. The tendency toward a scholar- 
ship solely for success in passing lit- 


put a premium on bookworms. Hence 
he has drawn up a scheme for the elec- 
tion of students for his scholarships 
which is extremely original and very 
characteristic of the man. It is as foi- 
lows: 
/ “In the election of a student to a 
‘scholarship regard should be had, first, 
to his literary and scholastic attain- 
ments: second, his fondness for or suc- 
cess in manly, outdoor sports, such as 
cricket, football and the like; third, his 
qualities of manhood, such as truth, 
courage, devotion to duty, sympathy for 
and protection of the weak, kindli- 
ness, 
fourth, his exhibition during school 
days of moral force of character and in- 
stincts to lead and ‘take interest in his 
schoolmates, for these latter attributes 
will likely, m after life, guide him to 
esteem the performance of public duties 
as his highest aim. 

“*Marks for these four qualifications 
should be awarded somewhat in the 
following proportions: 4-10 for the first; 
1-10 for the second, 3-10 for the third; 
and 2-10 for the fourth. 

“ ‘Marks for the several qualifica- 
tions should be awarded independently 
as follows, that is to say, marks for 
the first qualification by examination; 
for the second and third qualifications, 
respectively, by the ballot of fellow- 
! students of the candidates, and for the 
‘fourth qualification by the head mas- 
ters of the school, and the result of the 
awards, that is to say, the marks ob- 
tained by each candidate for each qual- 
ifications, should be added together and 
the succesaful student be the one who 
received the greatest number of marks,- 
giving him the highest all-round quali- 
fication.’ 

“His object in laying down these 
conditions was to secure the best men 
for the world’s fight, to bring them to- 
gether in one center, and to secure for 
them the best education obtainable. He 
has undoubtedly succeeded in changing 
what he calls.the dull monotony of 
competition. 

“Of Mr. Rhodes's political will and 
testament, it suffices to say that it 
stands in its forefront the promotion 
and ¢he unity of English-speaking 
races, and although it is not laid reisg 
specifically in his will, in written state- 
ments In which he has expressed his 
political ideas he has specifically set 
forth that the key to the practical so- 
lution of the question is to be found in 
the Constitution of the United States. 

“What an awful theught it was,’ he 
writes, ‘that even now if we coula’t 
arrange with the political members of 
the United States Legisiative Assembly 
and our House of Commons, the peace 
of the world would be secured for all 
eternity. We could hold a Federal Par- 
liament, five years in Washington and 
five in London. The American has been 
taught the lesson of home rule ana 
the success of leaving the management 
of the local pump to the parish beadle. 
He does not burden his House of Com- 
mone with the responsibility of clean- 
ing the parish drains. The present pu- 
sition of the English House is ridic- 
ulous. You might as well expect Na- 
poleon to have found time to have 
personally counted his dirty linen be- 
fore he sent it to the wash and to 
have recounted it upon its return.’ 

“I have said enough, however, to 
show that Mr. Rhodes's last will and 
testament is as remarkable as the ca- 
reer of which it remains a worthy 
monument. At least I venture to hope 
that the world will begin to appreciate 
the essential greatness of the great 
man whom it has just lost. :

“Even more striking 
than the princely munificénce of the 
bequests is the high imperial tone in 
which the dead empire maker an- 
nounces his intentions and desires. 
Plato declared that the perfect state 
would never be realized till philoso- 
phers were kings or kings were phil- 
osophers. Cecil Rhodes has applied 
this idea to a modern empire on a truly 
imperial scale.” 

Particularly noticeable is the general 
absence of comment on Mr. Rhodes’s 
bequests of scholarships to America 
and Germany. Except the Daily Tele- 
graph, which describes them as “moet 
characteristic,”” almost the only other 
paper touching on the subject is the 
Daily Express, which considers the en- 
dowment of American scholarships to 
be most remarkable, in view of the fact 
that Cecil Rhodes bestowed quite 50 
per cent. more scholarships in the 
United States than in the British em- 
pire. 

“Great, therefore, as the imperial ele- 
ment of the scheme is, there seems to 
be a meaning in it which is even 
greater,”’ says the Daily Express, and 
the paper asks: 

“Does it not ariticipate and aim at 
the unity of the English-speaking 
world?”

TWO SCHOLARSHIPS AT OXFORD 
PROVIDED FOR IN WILL.

Similar Bequest to Every State and 
Territory in the United States—Five 
Scholarships also Given-for Students 
of German Birth. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS~—A.M.) 
LONDON, April 4—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.] The will of Cecil Rhodes pro- 
vides for the establishment of colonial 
scholarships, as previously announced, 
and two American scholarships to 
each of the present States and Terri- 
tories of the United States. 

The will of Mr. Rhodes also pro- 
vides for five scholarships for students 
of German birth at Oxford, to be nom- 
inated by Emperor William, and, com- 
menting on the bequest, Mr. Rhodes, 
in a codicil telegraphed from South 
Africa, said: 

“For a good understanding between 
England, Germany and the United 
States will secure the peace of the 
world, and educational relations form 
the strongest tie."’ 

All the Rhodes scholarships, Amer- 


ican, colonial and German, are at 
Oxford. 
Mr. Rhodes's will is a remarkable 


voluminous document. of more 
than thirty-five hundred words. Even 
this is:not the entire will, as the ex- 
ecutors only gave out the _ portions 
which they consider to be of public in- 
terest. It was executed in 1899. There 
is a codicil attached on the day of 
the deceased's last departure from 
England, and another cable from 
Cape Town leaves $4000 yearly to keep 
up the spot in the Matoppo hilis 
where his remains are to be buried. 
The will further directs that a rali- 
road ER be made into the Ma- 
toppo hills, ‘that visitors may go 
there at the vem s end to inspect the 
and glory of their surround- 
ngs.” 

Mr. Rhodes explicitly says he is to

Another provision is that no student 
shall be qualified or disqualified for 
election to a scholarship on account of 
religious opinion. 
Mr. Rhodes desires that the students 
should not patronize any particuler 
college, but distribute themselves 
throughout the university. 
The trustees are allowed to suspend 
or remove any scholar at their discre- 
tion. 
Mr. Rhodes expresses the hope that 
the trustees will arrange graduates who 
are able to attend, and I invite thereto 
as guests “persons who have shown 
sympathy with the views expressed by 
me in my will.” 
In a codicil to his will, Cecil Rhodes 
settles the Dalham Hall estate on his 
brother, Col. Francis William Rhodes, 
and hie male heirs, with the remainder 
to his brother, Ernest Frederick Rhodes 
and the male heirs. In a clause refer- 
ring to this settlement, Mr. Rhodes 
expressed his objection to the expectant 
heir developing into a “loafer,” ana 
says that the essence of a proper lite 
is that every man should have a defi- 
nite occupation during a substantial 
period of his career. In the disposition 
of the Dalham Hall estate it ie pro- 
vided that the successor to the estate 
must have been ten years in business 
or in a profession other than the army, 
or, in the case of an infant heir, he 
must enter business and remain there 
for ten years, otherwise the entall will 
terminate.

Bankers and 
dealers in bonds were greatly 
interested, ‘today, in the ,ques- 
tion of a hearing before Gov. 
Odell, in the matter of a bill 
passed by the legislature and | 
now before the Governor for his. 
approval, making the bonds of 
Los Angeles a legal investment 
for savings banks in New York 
State. 

Considerable has 
developed against this measure, 
on the part of certain bankers, 
At a hearing in Albany, J 
Harsen Rhoades, president of 
the Greenwich Savings Bank, 
and Andrew Mills, president, 
of the Drydock Savings Insti- 
tution, appeared in opposition. 

By se were a number of let- 

ters presented at the hearing, 

’ favoring the bill, including a 
joint letter from John D. Hicks, 
president of the ‘Bowery Sav- 
ings Bank; James McMahon, 
president of the Emigrant In- 
dustrial Savings Bank, and 
B. H, Huntington, president of 
the Dime Savings Bank of 
Brooklyn, in which they ex- 
pressed their satisfaction at the 
passage of the bill, and said 
they hoped it would meet with 
the approval of Gov. Odell, 
The point was brought out in 
the hearing that the presidents 
of banks having deposits of 
over $50,000,000 were in favor 
of.the measure. 

The claim made in opposition 
to the bill was that the passage 
of such law made an opening 
wherein future unsafe and poor- 
ly secured investments might be 
admitted among savings-bank | 
assets. The president of the

‘ MAN FINDS DEATH.

HENRY HODGE OF SAN DIEGO 
HANGS HIMSELF. 
With His Money All Spent to Save 


Erring Son, Father Sees Nothing in 
the World for Him—Leaves Widow 


- Unprovided For—Pathetic Case. 


CURRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES; 

SAN DIEGO, April 4.—The imquest 
over the remains of Henry C. Hodge 
this morning resulted in a verdict of 
death by strangulation by hanging, 
with intent to commit suicide. 

Mr. Hodge was a well-known and 
respected citizen of the Second Ward. 
Last evening he insisted that his wife 
‘should go to the meeting of the East- 
ern Star, of which she is a member, 
and to gratify him, she went. She did 
not return until shortly before mid- 
night. Meantime, Marion Hodge, a 
son, living in Los Angeles, was com- 
ing down on the evening train ‘to visit 
his parents. The train was four hours 
late, and he did not arrive at the 
house until after 11 o'clock, and could 
raise no one. While |e was on the 
porch, Mrs. Hodge returned. She had 
a premonition of something being 
wrong. 

Marion went to the kitchen window 
and climbed in, and struck the swing- 
ing body of his father... Examination 
showed that the father evidently had 
climbed into. the attic and had placed 


ja stout stick across the opening in the 


ceiling. To this he tied a bit of clothes 
with the other end around his 
neck, pulled the box out from under 
him, and slowly strangled to death. 
His feet touched the floor, and he 
could have supported himself by his 
toes had he changed his mind about 
killing himself. Life had evidently 
been extinct for hours when the body 
was found. 

The deceased had at one time been 
a moderately wealthy man, but hed 
of late become impoverished, and was 
almost destitute. He and Mrs. Hodge 
had spent yesterday looking for a 
cheaper house. They had found one, 
and had planned to move soon. 
Hodge left 'a note saying that he 
was impoverished and out of work: 
that he was unable to get work, and 
that he thought that he was better 
out of the world than in it. : 
The most pathetic circumstance lies 
In the fact that the deceased had spent 
his entire fortune in paying for his 
son's escapades, having lost, all that 
he had to keep him out of the peni- 
“tentiary. The son was a bartender in 
a local saloon for some time, and was 
continually getting into trouble and 
into court. It is said that the father 
paid as much as $3000 at a time to 
Square matters. The worry over the 
actions of his son, combined with the 
fact that his’ money was all spent, 
drove him into the grave. 

Mrs. Hodge, a lady more than 60 
years of age, is left practically with- 
out means of support.

April 4.—Train 
No. 13, on the Burlington route which 
left St. Louis for the West at 11:40 
last night was held up three miles 
north of the city limits by four 
masked men. Railroad authorities as- 
sert that the robbers got nothing, 
although on this point conflicting re- 
ports are in circulation. 

The scene of the attempted robbery 
is very near the place where, on the 
night of September 24, 1893, four young 
men of thig city, made a futile at- 
tempt to rob a Burlingten train, two 
of the party being shot down. On 
that occasion the railroad authorities, 
under the leadership of W. C. Brown, 
then general manager of the, Burling- 
ton’s Missouri lines, ran a dummy train 
loaded with policemen and deputy 
sheriffs, and the robbers were taken 
by surprise, their plans having been 
tipped off by .a treacherous con- 
federate. 

The robbers last night after holding 
the train 35 minutes allowed it to pro- 
ceed. Conductor Cox and Engineer 
Kust ran to Napier, and from there 
reported to the general officers in this 
city. A dozen deputies were immedi- 
atelly despatched, but thus far no 
tangible clew has been found. 

The leader of the robbers is de- 
scribed by the trainmen as being about 
35 years of age, five feet ten inches 
tall, weight 160 pounds, voice loud and 
clear. He wore a long, black mask 
of cloth covering his face from the 


chin. When he gave orders to the 
trainmen or to the other robbers, every 
word he said could be heard aigtinctly. 
The second robber is 40 years of age, 
five feet nine inches tall, weight 140 
pounds. He wore a black stiff hat and 
a dark red false beard. The third rob- 
ber is between 26 and 28 years of age, 
weight 150 pounds.

Heavy Losses Reported 
by Kitchener.

Conspicuous Bravery of Cana- 
dians— Delarey Commanded 
the Burghers. 


LONDON, April 4.—{By Ailantic Ca- 
ble.}] There was severe fighting all 


of Hart's River. in the southwestern 
extremity of the Transvaal, between 
a part of Gen. Kitchener's force, and 
the forces of Gens. Delarey and Kemp, 


after heavy losses on both sides. 
The Canadign forces especially distin- 
guished themselves, one party, com- 
manded by Lieut. Bruce Carruthers, 
holding its post until every man was 
killed or wounded. | 

Lord Kitchener's official report, dated 
from Pretoria, yesterday evening, 
says: 

“Gen. Kitchener (Lord Kitchener's 
brother,) sent Colonels Keir and Cooks 
on from Vretekuil, Western Transvaal, 
March 31, to reconnoiter toward Hart's 


guns, and carried on a runsing fight 
for eight miles, following the track 
through the bush. Emerging on a 
plain, large Boer reinforcements ad- 
vanced against their flanks, forcing 
the British troops to take up a defen- 
sible position, which they haetily en- 
close 


pulsed on all sides. 
and other leaders vaitly attempt 
to persuade their men to renew the 
action. 

“Fifteen hundred Boers participated 
in the engagement, but they had suf- 
fered too heavily, and cleared away 
to the northwest and south. The 
British losses also were severe. The 
forces showed great steadiness, allow- 
ing the Boers to advance within 200 
yards of them and repelling them with 
a steady rifie fire.”

Boy Caught in Balloon Rope Drops to 
Death and Amateur Aeronaut Be- 
comes an Insane Vagrant. 

{[Donver Post:] When Charlies T. 
Condon played the role of aeronaut for 
a wager, three years ago, his experi- 
ence cost him his reason. Today Con- 
don is a tramp—one of the variety 
known as “st@w bums.” He came into 


train; left the same afternoon or even- 
ing on a brakebeam, to where no one 
knows, 

Condon was once highly respected, 
and was one of the leading young men 
of Oakland, Cal., where he was in the 
commission business. He was an ath- 
lete, a club member, and a general 
good fellow. 

One Sun@lay in a spirit of banter he 
volunteered to make a balloon ascen- 
sion in the stead of a man disabled, 
who was to have afforded entertain- 
ment for crowds at a public resor-:. 
Some of his comrades took him up, of- 
fering a wager that he would not dare 
zo up on a trapeze, swinging beneath 
the great hot-air bag. 

Condon placed his money, announced 
to the park manager that he was an 
aeronaut of experience, and was will- 
ing to satisfy the cravings of thre 
crowd by making the ascent. He 
quickly changed Sunday clothes for a 
suit of tights, and was greeted with 
plaudits as he appeared ready to un- 
dertake the perilous feat he had not 
dreamed of an hour before. 

When his friends saw that Condon 
Was in earnest, they begged him to de- 
sist, but this the spirit of bravado 
would not allow. Before the park man- 
ager realized that he was sending an 
entirely, inexperienced man up inthe 
balloon the guy ropes were cut loose, 
art Condon, with a running bound, 
sat on the trapeze, and was a hundred 
feet in the atr. 

A number of boys and men held the 
Dalloom captive by the guy ropes, in 
readiness for its flight. All but one 
let go as the balHoon was released. On 
one of the ropes, elther holding on or 
being caught in a tangle, was.a lad 
utterly powerless to heip himself, and 
afraid to drop. 

Up. went the balloon. The people 
shouted from below, beckoned frantic- 


dangling lad. All uhconscious of the 
boy's presence, Condon continued evo- 
lutions on the trapeze, believing the. 
tumult below to be applause for his 
daring. 

The balloon had ascended over a 
thousand feet before Condon gaught a 
glimpse of the lad clinging for life to 
the frail rope, and utterly 
support other than his own strength. 
Then, realizing that the cutting loose 
of the parachute would mean death 
to the lad, he schemed to get him on 
the trapeze beside him. 

The boy was swinging from a rope on 
the other side of the balloon as the 
wind swayed it, and Condon found it 
Impossible to reach him. The only hope 
was to make the lad hold on until the 
hot-air bag became sufficiently cooled 
to descend. 

Condon cried to the lad; begged him to 
hold tight; cursed, pleaded, threatened, 
knowing it useless. At an elevation of 
neariy two thousand feet the young- 
ster's. strength gave way. and he 
dripped. The fall was witnessed by 
thousands in the park. 

The little body was mashed toa pulp 
on the doorstep of a house less than a 
mile from the park. On the doorstep 
was an invalid mother and her married 
daughter, who had watched the flight 
of the balloon. The mother died shortly 
after. from heart failure, and the 
daughter was sent to a hospital, insane. 
¥ -srenitgites 9 child was born a few weeks 
ater. | 

On seeing the lad fall, Condon pulled 
the cord which cut the parachute loose. 
He came down safely, but was picked 
up unconscious as a_ result of his 
fright. 

When he recovered, weeks after, he 
was not right mentally. His business 
went to. ruin, and he took to drink. He 
disappeared within a year, and friends 
failed to find him. It was learned that 
he tried to enlist for the Cuban war, 
but was refused. What he has done in 
the meantime or how he has lived ts 
best explained by his appeafance as he 
reached Denver. :

The frequency with 
which that right to work is ignored by 
courts and trampled under foot by 
strikers, is a stigma upon our laws and 
a disgrace to those charged with the

NEW OUTFALL SEWER. 

Presumably the City Engineer, in 
his estimates of the cost of the pro- 
posed new outfali sewer, has made pro- 
vision for first-class, up-to-date work 
from beginning to end. If he has not 
done so, the estimates should be re- 
vised so as to provide for a thoroughly 
substantial job, in every respect, what- 
ever may be the cost. The city of Los 
| Angeles would better expend a million 
dollars in this work instead of the $600,- 
000 called for in the City Engineer's 
estimate, if the larger sum be really 
needed in order to assure the construc- 
tion of a sewer that will serve the pur- 
pose for which it is to be built, and 
will last, as it ought to last, fifty 
years or more. | 

The present outfall sewer has proved 
to be not only a costly undertaking, but 
a miserable failure, so far as durability 
is concerned, although it has served its 
purpose very well until quite recently. 
It Wag built about ten years ago, at a 
cost of nearly $400,000. Bonds were is- 
sued to cover the cost of the work. All 
payments on account of these bonds, 
for interest and sinking fund, have been 
met regularly by the city, according to 
stipulation. But now, before the bonds 
have been half paid off, the outfall 
sewer, to pay for which they were is- 
sued, is practically. worn out. A piece 
of work that wil] not last while it is 
being paid for, at the reasonable rate 
of payment provided for in the bond is- 
sues, is an exceédingly poor job and 
a ruinove investment. 

It is stated, in behalf of the engineer 
who planned and superintended the 
construction of the old outfall failure, 
that the reason it was not made a first. 
class piece of work was because the 
people refused to vote the large amount 
required—about $1,000,000—to make a 
first-class job of it. So there was a 
compromise, inferior work was done, 
and as a consequence the conduit has 
become practically worthless in less 
than ten years from its completion. — 

This experience has been far too 
costly to be repeated. Before the peo- 
ple will vote bonds for another outfall 
sewer to the ocean they will require 
definite assurance from competent en- 
gineering authorities that the money to 
be expended will not -be virtually 
thrown away on another imperfectly- 
constructed conduit. The walis of the 
new conduit must be constructed of 
such material and in such manner that 
they will not suffer disintegration from 
the aetion of sewer gases. The entire 
work, in short, must be in all respects 
first clases. 

The people, who are to pay for this 
work, have a right to insist upon these 
conditions. They will willingly pro- 
vide all the money needed to build |the 
sewer, if they can be assured that the 
money will not be wasted on inferior 
work. Friends of the project should see 
to it that such assurances are given, 
with as much publicity as possible, be- 
fore the people are called upon to vote 
on the question of sewer bonds.

“the monument erected by Russia to 
jJmark the boundary between Alaska 
and adjacent British territory.” 

The Truthful James who re- 
sponsibie for this statement is 
authority for the information afforded 
that “for many years this vernment 
has been attempting to find these 
monuments.” And also that “Russia 
insists that they were actually erected, 
and that they mark the true Alaska.” 

On the same authority, we are told 
that Secretary Hay, by direction of 
the President, “has ordered rsonal 
investigation to be made by a com- 
mission of American officers.”

Pulling Away from the 
Fiesta Programme. 


Sore Over Agitation of 
Exelusionists. 


Meeting of Chinese Board of 
Trade Yesterday Devel- 
oped Feeling. 


Whether or not the Chinese of Los 
Angeles wiil contribute the splendid 
features of past carnivals to the com- 
ing Fiesta parade is a question as yet 
undecided. The majority of the Chi- 
| nese do not feel in the most festive 
spirit toward the Americans, because 
of the present agitation of the Chinese 
exclusion act; and owing to the inroads 
which Inspecicr Putnam has made in 
| his efforts to enforce the deportation 
law, the Celestials say Chinatown has 
been more or less depopulated : during 
the past year, making it difficulty to 
gather enough men to make a: good 
er hin in a parade. Certain classes 


of Chinatown are “sore.” 

The Chinese Board of Trade, com- 
posed of the most progressive mer- 
chants of Chinatown, met in its rooms 
on North Los Angeles street yesterday 
and took under earnest consideration 
the maiter of appearing in a body in 
the Fiesta parade. The progressive 
Celestials are in favor of making a 
good showing, even at great expense 
and trouble; but the feeling oyer the 
many deportations was strong; in the 
beard, which will give its final decision 
on Monday.

A MEAL FOR A CENT. 


Pea Soup and Hominy the Bill of 
Fare in aj Restaurant. for Day Labor- 
ers. 

{New York Tribune:] Tomorrow one 
Can get three meals for as many pen- 
nies. The projector of this new res- 
taurant makes no bones about saying 
it is an experiment, and adds that 
there will be no bones or anything ‘“‘ap- 
pertainin’,to or touchin’ on bones,” in- 
cluded in*the 1-cent list. The experi- 
ment is to lie, not in trying to discover 
how much profit or loss there is for 
‘the restaurant keeper in allowing a 
hungry man to gorge himself on a larg 
bowl of very thick pea soup, cost a 
cent, but In how cheaply the human 
body can be nourished. 

Think of gorging one’s self on a large 
bowl of very thick pea soup at a cost 
of 1 cent, or with a large bow! of 
steamed hominy or a bow! of steamed 
oats or barley. 

This experimental restaurant is to be 
opened downtown, and its chief patrons 
are expected to be men who do hard 
work, such as longshoremen, express- 
men, street laborers and truckmen. 
Says the experimenter: 

“In this experiment we will attempt 
to make sufficient profit, on the foods 
sold to pay expenses, although the pri- 
mary object is not’ to demonstrate 
economy so much as the tissue bulliding 
and énergy-producing superiority of 
the food over that usually served in 
the cheap or popatiar-priced eating- 
h 


ouse, 
He has solved the problem of cheap 
living, he says, for he finds, on the 
basis of figures taken from the bul-> 
letins of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, 2 cents’ worth of pea 
soup, or possibly 3, for very Iill-nour- 
ished persons, taken at meal intervals, 
will maintain the weight, strength and 
health of an ordinary individual for an 
indefinite time. 

Thus he presents the proposition: 
What you get—One large bow! of 
very thick pea soup, 24.6 per cent. of 
muscle-making material and 58.5 per 
cent. of fattening and energy-produc- 
ing material. 

What you give—One cent, legal cur- 
rency. 

In his entire bill of fare there is only 
one meat dish. It is pot roast, and, 
garnished with potatoes, whole-wheat 
bread and butter, it costs 10 cents. But 
read what a weak, puny food a pot 
roast is beside a large bow! of very 
thick pea soup, even though it costs 9 
cents more. Lean beef gives only 19.3 
per cent. bunches of muscle and 12.7 
per cent. fat and energy. | 

Hereafter the plea of the Park Row 
“Panhandler” will say: “Say, mieter, 
give me a penny, will yer?

Freight Rates from Atlantic Coast via 
the Isthmus Much Cheaper Than by 
Transcontinental Lines—Canal and 
Harbor Will Make Big Difference. ~ 


HAUL COSTS 


The benefits that will accrue to the 
merchants of Los Angeles through the 
construction of an isthmian canal and 
the improvement of San Pedro Har- 
bor, are aptly illustrated by the dif- 
ference between transcontinental 
freight rates and rates via the isthmus 
now existing. 

It may not be generally known that 
great quantities of merchandise sold 


in Los Angeles come here via the 
isthmus, at a great saving to the 
merchant and local consumer. This 


statement applies, of course, to non- 
perishable staple goods, which can be 
ordered several months in advance of 


being thus eliminated in the question 


of transportation. 
The freight rate on merchandise 


from the Atlantic seaboard, or to be 
more specific, from New York to Los 
Angeles, is 20 per cent. lower via the 
isthmus on carload lots than across 
the continent, and 30 per cent. on less 
than carload lots. Many of the local 
merchants ordering goods from New 
York, or points on or adjacent to the 
Atlantic Coast, have the commodities 
shipped to them via the isthmus. This 
details a great deal of rehandling, and 
usually some delay in delivery, but 
the amount saved on each shipment is 
considerable. 

Goods shipped to Los Angeles via 
the isthmus, now, must first go toe 
San Francisco, and be thence re- 
shipped to Los Angeles, as the Pacific 
Mail steamers do not stop at local 
ports. When the San Pedro Harbor Is 
completed, all the large coasting ves- 
sels will probably call there regu- 
larly, and the expense and delay in- 
cident to trans-shipping from San 
Francisco will be done away with. 
Then, after the isthmian canal is 
opened to traffic, unloading and re- 
loading the freight at the isthmus will 
be eliminated, thus making another big 
saving in time and expense. 
Speaking of this phase of the freight 
uestion, Klingaman of the 
pa Angeles Hardware Company, said: 
“Yes, we have a good deal of our 
hardware from the Bast shipped to us 
via the Isthmus of Panama. We save 
money by doing so. If goods are well 
— and boxed they come through 
n just as good shape, and at less cost 
in spite of the long haul and the fre- 
quent rehandling, as if shipped direct 
by rail. Sometimes they come quicker 
via the isthmus. For instance, a car- 
load of screens shipped to us from New 
York nearly two months ago, has not 
arrived yet, and we are in need of the 
goods every day and are losing busi- 
ness on account of their non-deliver- 
Had we ordered them shipped

via the isthmus, we would have re- 
ceived them before now. It does not 


take more than six weeks by that 
route. We have learned that our car 
got sidetracked somewhere in Iowa, 
and the last we heard of it it was up 
in Nevada. When we will ever get it 
I don't know. 

“If goods are properly boxed, break- 
age is not much more by the isthmian 
route than if sent by all-rail. Here is 
a lot of 300 ice-cream (freezers that 
came from Erie, Pa., via the isthmus.

the Barn and Cows—The Milking 
Done by the Farmer in a Sterilized 


Piains, N. Y., is a small barn with 
freshly whitewashed doors. The doors 
are a signpost for a régime of cleanli- 
ness which makes the barn an object 
of interest in the surrounding country. 

Within, the walls are whitewashed, 
the floors strewn with land lime, and 
the roof of the loft is covered with ter- 
ra-cotta cartridge paper. The manure 
gutter is clean and dry, and in the 
stalis a litter of fresh straw is covered 
with dry leaves. As a result of such 
care there is no odor, and the cool, 
clean barn appears like a fit habita- 
tion for such tender animals as cows— 
cows, moreover, that are expected to 
produce pure, healthful milk. 

This model barn brings zip the story 
of how a farmer, without the advant- 
ages of large milk producers, and as- 
sisted only by his wife, is able to send 
to New York milk that has run as low 
in bacteria as 300 to the cubic centi- 
metre, and even in winter shows only 
one or two thousand. This is doing 
from thirty to fifteen times better than 
the standard required for certification 
by the milk commission of «he County 
Medical Society. 

Several months ago, when the Rocke- 
feller Institute began to codperate with 
Prof. William Hallock Park in his work 
of improving New York's milk supply, 
a trained laboratory worker, under the 
direction of Prof. Park, visited the 
farms in Dover Plains.

Butchering Trees. 

The people of South Pasadena are 
complaining of the treatment their 
street trees have been receiving this 
spring at the hands of the hatchet 
and saw men. The trees referred to 
are of a very poor variety for shade 
or ornamental purposes. They are the 
eucalyptus robusta. “The more the 
trees are siashed in this manner, the 
less able they are to bear up their 
heavy loags of seed pods,” Bays the 
South Pavadenan. If they are not cut 
back, the seed pods warp the boughs 
all out of shape, and give the heads 
& s°raggy, open formation, that makes 
them useless. It may be proven that 
what these trees have needed is the 
heavy pruning. It certainly has been 
given them. 

Public attention has been called to 
the deficiencies of this eucalypt so 
often within the last year, that few 
of the robusta are now being planted. 
It is only by constan” admonition that 
}the plantigg of unsuitable trees may 
be prevent and yet it is astonishing 
to see the numberless biack acacia 
that are springing up everywhere, and 
to hear the inquiry for oaks, sturculia, 
plain and other approved kinds. So 
scarce have some of these become that 
northern nurseries have been drawn 
upon to supply the deficiencies.

Will not Catch ’Em. | 

As everybody interested in apples and 
pears will be talking and thinking cod- 
ling moth. for the next few weeks, I re- 
call the warning given two weeks ago 
as to the value of kerosene lamp traps. 
A Tulare orchardist dropped into the 
Register office one day last week to tes- 
tify that the light will not attract that 
variety of moth. Whether he had “seen 
it in The Times” or not, it doesn’t mat- 
ter. His ideas are backed by the ex- 
perience of a Long Beach orchardist 
after a six months’ trial. The Tu-« 
larean says: an 

“The codling moth is not a night-fiy- 
ing moth, but filles about in the day- 
time, a fact which we recall as having 
heard before. However, he says that 
moths can be caught that way by 
wholesale, only they are not codling 
moths and some of them are useful. 
The method suggested was the burning 
of lamps without chimneys through the 
orchard. Not over 5 per cent. of the 
moths caught in this way will be cod- 
lings, and they will be merely those 
that got up a little too early in the 
morning. 

Eastern Ideas, { 

The Pittsburgh Dispatch !s easy to be 
imposed upon, or it likes to impose 
upon others. \It was some such foolish 
statement as the following that made 
the public believe “blood oranges” were 
colored by the injection of aniline 
dyes. Heré’s from the Dispatch: 

“How often does a lemon fail to live 
vp to its.sour reputation? Until lately 
American lemons were more likely to 
thus fail than foreign ones, the reason 
of which was that our growers did not 
know how to cure lemons. The fruit’ 
was never tart enough. There would 
.be plenty of juice, but it contained a 
high percentage of sugar and a small 
percentage of acid, which made it un- 
marketable. But a few years ago the 
lemon growers clubbed together and 
sent experts over to Italy and Spain to 
learn the business, and now they are 
producing much better results. They 
pick the fruit before it begins to turn 
yellow and put it in a curing-house, 
where it is kept at an even tempera- 
ture of about 50 deg. for about twenty 
days, which eats out’ all the sugar. 


It is then to another tempera- 
ture for sixty 4d more before it is 
ready for the et.”” 


Growth of Forest Trees. 

T. P. Lukens, the pioneer forest 
planter of Southern California, is pre- 
paring for another busy summer with 
his friends, the mountain ¢rees. “This 
will be an ideal spring. for planting 
seeds,” said Mr. Lukens, “Last year 
many of the young pine seedlings died 
on account of the early drought, but a 
large number lived, and will now be- 
gin to make a showing. Tree planting 
in the San Gabriel range will prove a- 
success.” It is interesting to speculate 
on the rapidity with which these pine 
trees will grow. In the dry mountain 
ranges these replanted areas will not 
bear great trees, even a hundred years 
from planting, except in the deeper 
cafions and more _§ fertile northern 
slopes. 

The only statistics showing how fest 
the different varieties of forest trees 
grow that I have seen in print relate to 
the replanting of Maryland forests just 
eighty years ago this spring. The rec- 
ords dispel the popular fancy as to the 
hoary antiquity of the forests of the 
Eastern States. Here are a few of the 
varieties, with the diameter of each at 
the usual measuring distance above the 
ground: Chestnut, 36 inches; white 
ash, 38; yellow poplar, 48; red oak, 24; 
hemlock, 36; catalpa, 30. It will be seen 
that the poplar, or American tulip tree, 
distanced all other kinds. The largest 
poplar the writer ever saw measured 
&ix feet eight inches at the stump, Six 
boys worked an entire night on this 
tree to fell it for raccoonsa—a piece of 
vandalism for which they would have 
served a term’ in the reform school had 
not the mammoth trees of Southern 
Illinois been eemed a cumbrance 
to the ground. 

The question of tree cultivation {s be- 
coming so important in this country 
that a compiletion of statistics as to 
the rapidity of growth that may be ex- 
pected would be interesting and in- 
structive. Many land owners are now 
planting eucalyptus for wood—not 
along the land lines, which plan is in 
great disfavor, bui in lots of consider- 
able area. I notice the increasing pop-

im this country. The law pra. ies twq vears is the increasing public 


interest in forestry, roadside trees and 
park ornamentation. 

Walnut-root Enot. 

One of the latest developments in the 
horticultural field is the, prevalence of 
root knot among the young walnut 
trees in a nursery south of Los Ange- 
les. One man has 5000 trees affected— 
splendid looking plants, but the roots 
covered with galls, some of which are 
as round and large as marbles. I have 
not seen such .a condition before, 
though the disease known as “root 
galis”’ is well known wherever walnut 
trees are raised. The trouble has no re- 
lation to the bacteriosis that is rav- 
aging the nursery trees of this nut in 
Orange and Los Angeles counties. The 
maladies of the young walnut trees are 
causing great disappointment to those 
who had prepared to plant heavily to 
walnuts this season. Several planters 
have lost heavily by planting to dis- 
eased trees and having to pull them out 
and wait another season for healthy 
plants. 

Here is where a delicate proposition 
is encountered. The Cudahy Packing 
Company, and several ranchers near 
Whittier bought heavily of an Orange 
county nurseryman. No notice was 
given to the Horticultural Commission- 
(ers of Los Angeles county that the 
trees had been brought across the line, 
They were hauled over in wagons and 
planted without inspection. Soon after- 
ward the discovery was made that the 
entire lot were diseased, and the owners 
have been notified that the trees can- 
not be allowed to remain to infect the 
clean walnut orchards about Whit- 
tier. Under the much criticised county 
ordinance, No, 42, the trees are not 
legally in the county, because the own- 
ers did not give the commissioners no- 
tice of the arrival of the lot. The of- 
ficials cannot destroy the trees by 
law, and this is, briefly, the history of 
some of the most troublesome cases 
the commission has ever had to deal 
with. In several instances the owners 
of .these diseased walnut trees have 
roted them out, and will take chances 
of securing their money back from the 
Orange county man who impored upon 
them. Others refuse to do anything to 
make amends for the introduction of 
the walnut disease into new territories. 
What the outcome of this contest will 
be is problematical, but everything 
within the ordinance will be done to 
prevent the continuance of this menace 
to the non-infected localities, Every 
fruit grower should oppose the main- 
tenance of infected nurseries and as- 
sist the various commissions of South- 
ern California in reforming the nurs- 
ery business of this section to the ex- 
tent of making it impossible to sell in- 
fected trees. 


Unreliable Fruit Statistics. 


under consideration the discrepancies 
in statistics relating to the fruit in- 
dustry of California in its statistical 
phase. The board has discovered that 
published figures of the. number of 
fruit trees in the State are below the 
mark by millions. It is stated that 
the totals of the assessors’ figures are 
too low by 20 per cent. The tabula- 
tion of these statistics must be almost 
valueless, if these claims are true. In 
Southern California there is a dearth 
of reliable data along the lines of or- 
chard products. The correction of 
this deficiency has been under con- 
sideration for three years, but so far 
as | know, no progress has been made 
from the fact that no basis can be 
found for a general summary of each 
product, while the records of each or- 
chard or the total of each product are 
not known to any one. Statistics upon 
farm crops are in far better shape 
from the fact that there are but few 
flouring mills and few dealers in whole- 
sale grain and hay. The mills keep 
close tab upon the output for their own 
guidance. In carload lots of fruit a 
fair summary is always at hand in the 
railroad offices, but the great de- 
ficiency there is in the estimate of home 
consumption, It would require a great 
deal of work to establish a bureau of 
local fruit statistics, but its value 
would be great, because of the ac- 
curacy it would give to pwblications 
showing the growth of this section. 
Prospective investors who have not 
beén here long enough to absorb the 
spirit of our people are at loss’ to 
account for the greatness and stability 
of our institutions, and when they ask 
for reliable summaries, they are not 
forthcoming. A start has been made 
in the tabulation of every nursery, 
packing-house, drier and cannery in 
Los Angeles county, but that is a very 
small beginning, when the magnitude 
of the whole field of beet ‘culture, 
honey, grain, hay, live stock, fruit, 
vegetables, beans, etc., is considered. 


THE FRUIT FARM. 
‘Apples for China. 

H. B. Miller, an Oregon horticulturist, 
who is now one of our Consuls in China, 
recently made an experimental order 
for five boxes of apples. They left 
Portiand on September 28, were trans- 
ferred at Kobe, Japan, to another 
steamer and reached him at New- 
chwang on November 10, having thus 
been forty-three days on the way. He 
reports the percentage, of loss as fol- 
lows: Den Davis, 2 per cent.; Spitzen- 
berg, 10 per cent.; Shannon Pippin, 25 
per cent.; Jonathan, 60 per cent.: Red 
Russian, 75 per cent., and his coneclu- 
sion is that the Ben Davis is the best 


suited to the Oriental markets. Con- 
tinuing, Consul Miller says; 
“California ships third-rate yellow 


Newtowns to China. Some of these are 
consumed by foreigners, but most of 
them g0 to Chinese fruit stands and 
restdurants. These apples are usually 
immature, wilted and tasteless, and 
would not be eaten at home. The Chi- 
nese appetite is strong. for fresh fruit, 
and apples are in great favor. 

“A hundred millions of Chinese can 
be reached from ‘the Pacific Coast of 
America entirely by water transporta- 
tion at low freight rates. This is not 
fully appreciated or understood. Ber 
Davis, Yellow Newtown and Winesans 
will carry well to these markets. Bald- 
win, Spitzenberg and Northern Spy 
will not succeed. Several thousand 
boxes of Ben Davis are shipped to 
China every year from Portland, Seat- 
tle and Victoria. The northern routes 
are the best for. shipping green fruits. 
Apple shipments for ali the northern 


ports of China should be made by Oc-. 


tober 1, on account of the danger of 
freezing if they arrive late. If apples 
reach China in good condition they will 
keep well on account of the dry, cold 
climate.—([Chronicle.

Raising Oranges With Brush and Stencil. 


I notice a letter in the Times-Union 
and Citizen of recent date from a gen- 
tleman on the west coast, asking why 
it is that the Indian River orange is 
always quoted higher than any other 
oranges, and also asking for informa- 
tion as to what fertilizer was used and 
wht sofl and cultivation, etc., was ne- 
cessary for the growing of Indian 
River oranges. 

The writer of this article is some- 
what surprised that any orange 
grower on the west coast, or any other 
part of Florida fact, should ask 
how .to grow Indiam River oranges in 
other sections of the e. He had 
reason to suppose from what he had 
seen coming into the New York City 
market in years gone by that orange 
‘growers all over Florida know how 
‘that was done. It is one ofr the most 
simple things in orange growing to ac- 
complish. I would gay, however, for 
the information. of the gentleman ask- 
ing to be enlightened on the subject 
(who, I assume, is a new man in the 
business, it is not done with the use of 
fertilizers, and does not require any 
particular condition or nature of soil or 
cultivation of same; it is simply done 
with the stencil plate and brush. 

It is a fact that we assume is not 
yet fully understood by a great many 
people that of all the Indian River or- 
anges sold in the North, or, for that 
matter, all over the world where Filor- 
ida oranges are sold, that Indian River 
proper has never produced to exceed 
75,000 boxes fn any one season, and yet 
one cannot go to a fruit stand of any 
importance anywhere that the writer 

as traveled without finding at all 
imes of thé season when Florida or- 
anges are in the market a great pyra- 
mid of shiny-looking fruit marked In- 
dian River oranges. It is a fact that 
all this is not done by the orange 
grower; the manipulating is in a great 
measure done by the fruit vender. 

However, we have seen a good many 
boxes of Florida oranges arrive in New 
York City marked Indian Rivers that 
we were sure never saw Indian River, 
and did not come from this section of 
the State. If the orange growers of In- 
dian River could contrive some plan 
to put a stop to this deception, both in 
the box and on the fruit stands, our lit- 
tle production of from 50,000 to 75,000 
boxes of genuine Indian Rivers that 
we market each year would not go far 
toward supplying the demand for In- 
dian River fruit, and the price we 
should then be able to realize might 
well be a wonder to other sections of 
the State.—[{Florida Farmer and Fruit 
Grower. 

Eben James’s Apple-packing Case. 

Eben James, well known to apple 
shippers all over the United States as 
the Canadian representative of Woodall 
& Co. of Liverpoo! and a prominent fig- 
ure at all the conventions of the Apple 
Shippers’ Association, has appealed 
from a conviction on eighteen barrels 
ef apples under the Canadian Trade 
Marks Act. This act, it will be remem- 
bered, was thoroughly discussed at the 
last convention of the Apple Shippers’ 
Association in Toronto. 

The case is of great intergst to ap- 
ple shippers. It was proved in court 
that the branded end, or what apple 
dealers consider the face, was the poor- 
est end, the bottom being superior. 
The police magistrate before whom the 


459 members, representing an acreage 
of 1400, shipped last season 100,000 
packages of cauliflower, the total 
freight-rate rebates upon which were 
$4570.33, and out of this the expenses 
of the association were paid. 

The demand for and the supply of 
cauliflower do not always correspond 
and usually the supply from Long Isl- 
and farms exceeds the demand in New 
York markets. The plan of the trust 
to obviate this difficulty is te build 
pickling houses with cold-storage 
plants, and three of these buildings 
will be erected in a year. 

When the market becomes glutted 
with cauliflower the farmer will send 
his caulifiower to the salting houses. 
When the demand is greater than the 
supply there will be no salting done. 
This one source of 
cauliflower will be done away with.— 
{New York Sun. 

Unripe Potatoes as Seed. : 

In answer to F. Phillips’s inquiry 
whether his potatoes dug before they 
were ripe, would grow if used for seed, 
would say, they will, provided proper 
care has been taken of them in other 
respects; i.e., crated to prevent heat- 
ing and cured properly. I crate all my 
seed in bushel crates. I have seed of 
early varieties In my cellar saved from 
my first digging of half-ripe potatoes 
for the earliest market. My ‘practice 
is to save seconds from the size of 
hen's, eggs to hulled walnut for seed. 
‘To cure them I place about one-half 
bushel in a bushel crate and stack the 
crates in the barn where they get 
plenty of light and air and leave them 
until danger of freezing before putting 
in the cellar. 

Planted whole this seed will bring a 
crop from ten days to two weeks 
earlier and produce on the average 50 
per cent. more than seed fully ripe 
when dug. My practice in planting 
whole pptatoes is to make the rows 
thirty inches apart and drop the 
tatoes eighteen to twenty-two inches 
in the row. The richer the ground the 
farther apart in the row. ole pota- 
toes will require more manure or fer- 
tilizer and more cultivation than cut 
seed for the reason that more potatoes 
will set, and ff plant food is not pres- 
‘ént in large quantities and made avail- 
able by frequent and thorough cultiva. 
tion, you will get» only small potatoes.

Hoping for a $2 Rate. 

Thousands of bushels of potatoes are 
held for higher prices by farmere of 
Berks and adjoining counties, although 
the domestic supply has n shorter 
than usual. The retail price here at 
present is $1 per bushel. Hundreds of 
bushels of the German, Irish and 
Scotch product are sold in Reading at 
this time. 

An authority explains the situation 
as follows: ‘The importation of many 
shiploads of potatoes has, in our opin- 
jon, checked a further advance in price, 
More are sent to America every week, 
as the ships bring them as ballast. The 
retail price. has already dropped from 
10 to 15 cents, and we look for lower 
figures as spring advances, when farm- 
ers who have held their stock will un- 
load them, fearing they wil go to a 
half a dollar.” 

Within a radius of a mile in.a single 
township 5000 bushels of potatoes are 
held. Their owners stated to a buyer 
from this city recently that they would 
not sell under $2 per bushel, feeling 
confident that the drop in price is only 
temporary, and that long before new 
potatoes are in the market there will 
be a big advance. P 

Other dealers are undecided whether 
or not the figures will go higher, but 
they state that the majority of farmers 
who are holding their crops have con- 
fidence in the prospect and that the, 
will Increase. Ordinarily potatoes have 
been selling at 60 cents per bushel at 
this seasoen.—{North American,

Wheat Frozen in Washington. : 

State Grain Inspector Wright has re. 
ceived news from the Palouse grain dis- 
trict to the effect that 300,000 acres of 
fall-sown wheat has been frozen out in 
the region north of Snake River. The 
damage done by winter freezes in this 
region was not known conclusively un- 
til this week, wher the spring thaw 
demonstrated the extent of the injury. 

An equal area of 300,000 acres is 
frozen in southeastern Washington and 
northeastern Oregon, according to In. 
spector Wright's personal investigation. 
Some wheat has also been frozen out 
about Spokane and the Big Bend dis- 
trict. 

In all, approximately, 700,000 acres of 
grain have been damaged. At least 
half a million bushels of wheat will be

needed to reseed this great area in 
spring wheat. 3 
Inspector Wright says that if the 


season is wholly favorable for spring 
wheat the freezing out will not lessen 
the crop of area affected more than 10 
per cent. On the other hand, if the sea- 
son be dry, resown wheat will not yield 
over 40 to 60 per cent. of the full crop.

At the proposed test of dairy breeds 
at the St. Louis Exposition in 1903, 8. 
Hoxie of New York recommends that it 
be modeled on the Ohio State plan. 
This is in substance to test each indl- 
vidual cow at the home of her owner by 
representatives of the State experiment 
station, and finally to exhibit all cows 
tested at the State fair. He suggests 
that three.tests of two weeks each be 
made, beginning the first some time 
between fourteen and twenty-eight 
days after freshening, the second be- 
tween 114 and 128 days after, and the 
third between 214 and 228 days after. 
These tests should all be made by two 
representatives of an experiment sta- 
tion, who should watch the cows both 
day and night, note the care, weigh 
the feed, etc. 

The prizes offered ‘should be for net 
profit, value of total solids and value 
of butter fat. After the testing is all 
done, the cows should then be exhibited 
at the exposition for two weeks. While 
this plan has some points to commend 
it, it ts not essentially different from 
that now followed by some of the 
breeders’ associations.
